The German high command knows 
that if victory is not obtained during 
the next five months they will have to 
return again to a-defensive Warfare 
with fresh American troops against 
them and with the initiative once more 
in the hands of the allies. So into five 
months they will crowd all their fero- 
cious efforts to break the net which in- 
closes them like a wounded beast. 

Five months is a long time. Five

The enemy is skillful and strong and 
he has learned all om this war can 
teach him.

SLACKERS AND PACIFISTS. 
«{From the Saturday Evening Post.! 

Here is @ little story which was repeated many times 
in American history as white men 5 8 across the 
continent from east to west: 

The settlement received warning—perhaps from the 
sole survivor of the next settlement—that Indians were 
on the warpath. Its members hurried into the stock- 
ade and made such preparations as they, could for 
its defense. They had all too many reasons for sup- 
posing that t the Indians got in every man, woman, 


some elaborations the Indians affected. In the siege 
every hand was needed. Woman loaded the muskets} ; 
children brought water and food. 

But say there had been one able bodied male oo 
refused to take part in the proceedings. Suppose, 
when besought thereto, he said: ‘I have conscien- 
tious scruples. Our Master taught: ‘Love your en- 
emies; do good unto them. If your enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him drink.“ Of course I 
expect to eat my share of the scanty stock of food. 
I expect you to protect me from the Indians. But if 
I load your rifles or fetch you ammunition or bring up 
food and water I am assisting in killing; and it is 
written, Thou shait not kill.“ Probably when the 
Indians were driven off several weary men would have 
found time to kick him over the fence, and to the end 
of his days he would have complained that he had 
been persecuted for his conscientious scruples. 
That was brought to our minds the other day by a 
bundle of press clippings showing that the mayor of 

a town had refused to subscribe to Liberty bonds or 
to speak for the bonds or in any way to encourage the 
sale of bonds—quoting scripture copiously in support 
of his refusal. Here and there you still find such a 
chap. Mostly, according to our observation, they 
were openly before our declaration of 
war made that attitude dangerous. .

It generally contains 73 per cent water, 
about 9 per cent fat, 7.5 per cent pro- 
tein, 9.7 per cent milk sugar, and 1.5 
per cent ash. If it is mixed with a lit- 
tle more than its volume of water it 
has practically the ‘same composition 
as whole liquid milk. 

‘Under the pure food laws evaporated 
milk must contain 25.5 per cent total 
solids, of which 7.8 per cent is milk fat. 
Evaporated milk freezes in cold weather 
and if it has not been properly made 
the butter separates out. If it 


sours and putrefies, but that is mot a 
matter which concerns the consgmer, 
since spoiled cans of evaporated milk 
betray themselves while still in the 
hands of the manufacturers, jobbers, or 
wholesalers. Rarely co they get so far 
as the retailer and practically never 
to the consumer. | : 
When a can of evaporated milk has 
been opened it spoils rapidly, in fact 
almost as rapidly as whole milk does. 
For this reason as a baby food evap- 
orated milk has never held its own in 
competition with sweetened condensed. 
It has the call for army milk, campers’ 
milk, and coffee milk in mining camps, 
logging camps, and ranches. Being 
Sweeter than sweet milk, some people 
use it in their coffee and tea both as 
a milk and as a sugar.

Germany was .wholly in agreement 
with Austria-Hungary concerning the 
ultimatum sent to Serbia at the out- 
break of the war, says Dr. Wilhelm 
Muehlon, former director of Krupps,

flict. Emperor William was personally 
responsible for Germany’s participa- 
tion and forced the German leaders to 
support his war policy. 

Dr. Muehlon, who was 
Krupps at the outbreak of the war, 
and who recently startled Europe with 
his disclosures, received the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press at 
his country place here, where he is 
now living in retirement. The visit 
came as Dr. Muehlon was preparing to 
issue a more detailed review of condi- 
ng to the war and the corre- 
spondent had the advantage of going 
over the document with the personal 
explanations of =: author. 


Dr. Muehlon’s first st disclosures, which 
caused such a commotion, gave con- 
versations with Dr. Karl Helfferich, 
former vice chancellor, and Dr. Krupp 
von Bohlen, chief owner of the Krupp 
works, in which both told him the em- 
peror had disclosed his agreement with 
Austria-Hungary on the ultimatum to 
Serbia and that Germany would mob- 
jlize immediately if Russia mobilized, 
which would inevitably draw in the 
other powers and precipitate a uni- 
versal war.
